Bush adamant 
on USSR trade 
benefit denial 


Ex-wrestler was inside man in Aryan arrests

KENNEBUNKPORT, Maine — 
President Bush said Monday that 
-Mikhai|-SrGorbuchcv-is'“pretty- 
dam strong" despite economic woes 
plaguing the Soviet Union, i 

But Bush virtually closed the door 
on giving Moscow trade benefits 
during summit talks this week. 

"I go to the summit with open 
arms to welcome the president of the 
Soviet Union,” Bush said, winding 
up four days of vacation to return to 
Washington for talks beginning 
Thursday. 

In this seaside resort where he has 
spent nearly every summer of his 
life. Bush was. the star.attraction.at. 
the Memorial Day parade of veter- 
ans, school bands and Arc trucks 
through Dock Square. 

Basking in sunshine and surround- 
ed by his wife, children and grand- 
children, Bush called it a “little 
piece of Americana." Some people 
in the crowd of several thousand 
people flinched when a military- 
honor guard unexpectedly fired a 
loud rifle salute near the president. 

Bush told the crowd that as he 
meets with Gorbachev, "things have 
changed dramatically. There’s no 
question that we have a better 
chance now for a lasting world 
peace. 

“But there arc still some enormous 
problems out there," he said. “And 
this country must remain strong." 

Bush has made an effort in the 
days before the summit to empha- 
size that Gorbachev — despite his 

{ iroblems — is a powerful world 
cadcr who has the authority to make 
deals -with - thc-ynitcd“Stutes“ 
Administration officials reason that 
even if Gorbachev is replaced, his 
successors would be bound by any

agreements he signs. 

Gorbachev went'dri" Soviet tclcvi- 
sion Sunday night to appeal to his 
countrymen for calm in the face of 
panic buying triggered by Moscow’s 
plans to double the prices of food 
and other goods. 

“I think we spend too much time" 
trying to figure out how long a lead- 
er in any country will be there,” 
Bush said, answering reporters’ 
questions ut a country club ns. he 
teed off for a final round of golf. 

“I mean, this man has survived,” 
Bush said. “I’ve given him ... appro- 
priate- credit- for -the- dramatio - 
changes in Eastern Europe, conduct- 
ing himself in u manner that none of 
us would have predicted possible; 
two years ago. “ 

“And so I’ll deal with him," Bush 
safd. “And my own personal opinion, 
is that he’s pretty dam strong there. 
And I say that after talking to an 

awful lot of Soviet experts.’’ 

Sharp differences over German 
unity and Soviet coercion of 
Lithuania threaten to put a cloud 
over the summit. 

A major Soviet goal for the sum- 
mit had been to win most- favored- 
nation trade status with the United 
States, giving Moscow the lowest 
possible tariffs oriits exports to the 
United States. In fact, improved 
trade is probably more important 
than arms-dcals for Gorbachev, 
given his economic problems. 

Bush noted that Moscow has not 
enacted a law protecting Jewish emi- 
gration. which hC had demanded os a 
price for 'ending trade barriers." “ 

"So I don't think that issue will be 
an action item (for the summit)," 
Bush said.

Con artists using census 
to rob, victimize citizens

WASHINGTON — An 80-ycur- 
old North Carolina woman was tied 
up and robbed by two men she 
thought were census workers. 

Con artists claiming to be census 
employees charged Houston resi- 
dents $50 after helping them com- 
plete their forms. 

"Anytime you have something 
this big, the scam artists are going to 
come out of the woodwork,” said 
Larry Bryant of the census’ regional 
office in Los Angeles. 

There are 200,000 to 230,000 offi- 
cial census enumerators combing the 
countryside, knocking on doors of 
those people who fniled to complete 
the form sent this spring, said agen- 
cy sp okesm an M ark Ma ng old. 

I,solated incidents of con - artists' 
posing as census workers have 
occurred. during every census, Said 
Ray Bancroft of the census promo- 
tion office. •* . 

In an effort to cut back on such 
crime, the agency provides each 
worker with a red, white and blue 
badge identifying the holder by 
name and I.D. number as a "U.S. 


Census Enumerator," and- a large 
black satchel with a red, White nnd 
blue patch that says “U.S. Census 
1990” 

"Often the people who fall victim 
... are the elderly or the low income 
population, the segment of the popu- 
lation that con least afTord it," said 
Noe Balli of the census’ regional .. 
office in Dallas. “Anybody who 
wants money, they’re obviously not 
census employees." 

In the North Carolina case, the 
woman initially allowed only one 
man into her home and was having a , 
“nice conversation" with him when 
the doorbell rang and the man told 
her it was his partner, said Tom 
Smith Jr. of the Charlotte, N.C., 
office. 

— “They tied herUp and commenced — 
taking some valuable things from 
the house as well as her car,” Smith 
said, adding that she was not physi- 
cally injured.

Bodies of 5 Americans on way home

PANMUNJOM, Korea — The bodies of five 
American servicemen killed nearly 40 years ago 
in the Korean War were returned to their coun- 
trymen Monday in an emotional Memorial Day 
ceremony marking them heroes. 

Five brown caskets and five small boxes con- 
taining buttons, dog tags, boots and pieces of 
uniforms were turned over to eight U.S. con- 
gressmen by Communist North Korea, the 
enemy in the war. 

It was the first return of U.S. Korean War 
dead from the North since 1954. More than 
8,000 Americans from the 1950-53 conflict are 
still unaccounted for. 

U.S. Rep. Ben Campbell, D-Colo., peered 
down at one of the caskets as it was opened cer- 
emoniously to be checked and saw a skeleton 
beneath a white silk cloth. 

“All I could think was that one or two of - 
these* unidentified might have been one or two 

months in Korea in the Air Force. 

The return of the remains is widely seen ns a 
gesture by North Korea to improve relations 
with the United States. The two countries do not 
have diplomatic relations. 

U.S. military officials said the remains would 
be flown Tuesday to Hickam Air Base in 
Hawaii for a hero’s welcome and the painstak- 


ing process of identification, which could take 
several months, 

Pallbearers in suits and tics, wearing white 
gloves and lapel pins of North Korean leader 
Kim II Sung, handed Jhc caskets over to the 
congressional delegation in the truce village of 
Ponmunjom inside the Demilitarized Zone sepa- 
rating the two Korcas. 

The caskets were draped with blue flags of 
the United Notions, the flog under which 
American forces fought in Korea. An Army 
chaplnin read a prayer saying “we have come to 
take them home to family and friends, to a 
hero’s welcome.” 

Several old soldiers wept. 

The transfer come after Rep. G.V. “Sonny” 
Montgomery, D-Miss., chairman of the House 
Veterans Affairs Committee, signed a document 
with North Korea confirming he received the 
remains. 

“This is a historic occasion ... recognition for 
Americans who fought in Korea, recognition 
that has not come for 40 years," Montgomery 
*sald. : 7 " 

He said the United States hoped more remains 
would be returned. 

Americans discounted speculation there 
might be American prisoners still alive in North 
Korea, saying both Soviet and North Korean 
diplomats had assured them it was untrue.

Gaviria win points to political change in Colombia

A downpour dampened Memorial 
Day barbecues and beach parties on 
the West Coast, but sunny skies sur- 
prised sunbathers in the East as the 
nation started its summer fun and. 
commemorated its casualties of war. 

Fallen veterans were honored 
nationwide on Monday, and in 
Maryland a statue remembering U.S. 
military victims of terrorism was. 
unveiled. 

The less somber side of the holi- 
day that heralds the unofficial start 
of the summer season was celebrat- 
ed with parades and family get- 
togethers. 

President Bush reviewed a color- 
ful parade of fire engines, school 
bands and a veterans’ brigade in 
Kcnncbunkport, Maine. Veterans 
fired a 24-gun salute and buglers 
from Kenncbunk High School 
played “Taps.” 

Bush, basking in sunshine and 
surrounded by his wife, children and 
grandchildren, called the Memorial 
Day festivities a “little piece of 
Americana.” 

At Arlington National Cemetery, 


Vice President Dan C^uaylc partici- 
pated in a wreath-laying ceremony 
at the Tomb of the Unknowns. 

Gloomy weather forecasts in the 
Northeast evaporated Sunday, send- 
ing hordes to the beach. Sunny skies 
prevailed Monday ns well, but ocean 
temperatures in the rnid-50s con- 
fined most beach frolicking to the 
shore. ' 

The temperature in New York 
City reached 72 degrees Monday 
and the fine weather attracted 
102,620 people to seven city-run 
beaches, including about 60,000 
who visitedConey Island. 

The Pacific storm that dumped an 
inch of rain on Los Angeles by 
Mondny morning forced a down- 
town highwny closure and was 
blamed for two roadway deaths. 

’ The' rain also sent costumed min- 
strels and jugglers packing when 
officials closed the outdoor 
Renaissance Pleasure Fairc in San 
Bernardino. 

In Timonium, Md. t the families of 
1 1 Maryland veterans killed by ter- 
rorism joined a crowd of 200 at the 
dedication of the Children of Liberty 
Memorial. 

“They are victims of an unde- 


clared war,” said Maryland National 
Guard Maj. Gen. James F. Frettcrd. 

Mary Ervin’s son, Ulysses G. 
Pnrker, was killed in the Oct. 23, 
1983, bombing of the Marine bar- 
racks in Beirut. 

“It seemed like such a waste for 
them to have been where they were 
and not able to protect themselves. It 
was just plain murder,” she said. 

The memorial features a 12-foot 
bronze and granite statue of a 
woman’s hnnds holding a folded 
American flag to her chest. 

It is inscribed with the names of 
nine Maryland residents who died in 
the Beirut attack, one killed during 
the 1985 hijacking of TWA Flight 
847 in Beirut and one who died in 
the 1988 bombing of Pan Am 103 
over Lockerbie, Scotland. 

"If is important that we recognize 
them and give them the Eamc kind 
of salute as those who have foiight 
in wars," said retired Col. Timothy 
Gcraghty, the commanding officer 
at the time of the barrack bombing. 

In Illinois, ceremonies honored 
war dead while mourners in Brecsc 
planned n service Tuesday for five 
high school girls who added to the 
holiday weekend roadway death toll. 


BOGOTA, Colombia (AP) — 
Colombians took a stand against 
drug terrorism when they elected 
Cesar Gaviria president, but there 
was another message as well. 

Gaviria’s victory in Sunday’s 
election served as a warning to 
Colombia's political elite: Stnit lis- 
tening to the people, and get ready 
for changes. 


During his campaign, Gaviria 
who took up his candidacy when his 
predecessor was assassinated — 
became a symbol of resistance to the 
drug traffickers. 

But he also appealed to millions 
of Colombians who were fed up 
with the country’s political aristoc- 
racy. The election results suggest 
that voters took his populist message 


Two political parties — the 
Liberal Party and the Conservative 
Party — have controlled Colombian 
politics for more than 100 years. But 
on Sunday, the Conservatives went 
down to their wort defeat ever. As 
for the Liberals, their candidate won. 
But he cornea frbm a faction that 
bucked the party’s Old Guard.

“He always wore jewelry and dia- 
monds,” Butler said. "He’s got big- 
ger diamonds than any woman I’ve 
ever seen.” 

Valentino served as Butler’s 
bodyguard while the Aryan leader 
traveled to white supremacy gather- 
ings in Tennessee and elsewhere. 

Butler said he wondered whether 
Valentino was an informant from the 
beginning, or “whether he got in a 
jam” with the federal government 
and then became an informant 

Valentino’s tics to the FBI date to 
at least April 1989 when he led 
authorities to the body of an 89- 
y car-old Coeur d’Alene woman that 
had been illegally transported to 
South-Dakota and -back to Idaho by- 
hcr son, court documents and sher- 
iff's reports say. 

The woman, a Christian Scientist, 
wanted to visit a church practitioner 
in South Dakota before her death. 
Hcrjson promised to take her there 
and ko dispose of her body in a natu- 
ral setting in South Dakota. 1 

When she died at home before the 
trip could be made, the son drove 
her body to South Dakota but 
"began to realize that I could not 
carry out what 1 had promised her,” 
the sorTsaid in a court deposition. 

So the man drove back to Coeur 
d’Alene, and several days later 
called Valentino. The two men were 
described in court documents as 
business partners in a wrestling ven- 
ture that had not earned a dime in 
four years. 

Valentino contacted an FBI agent, 
who notified . Kootcnai_County_shcr;_ 
ifTs deputies, reports say. 

Valentino, who weighed 230 
pounds in his wrcsfling days, is list- 
ed as a director for the Western 
Wrestling Association Inc., accord- 
ing to the state Professional Athletic 
Commission, which oversees 
wrestling and boxing in 
Washington. 

However, L. Francis Stuart, listed 
as president of Western Wrestling, 
said in an interview from his home 
near Vancouver that Valentino was 
no longer involved with the organi- 
zation. 

He said Valentino had been in the 
ring, under low-budget promotions 
in Tennessee and Alabama in the 
1960s and early 1970s. 

“He wrestled under the name 
Ricky Rcnaldo," Stuart said.

shock, trauma and anger,” Crist 
argued in court documents. “Fear . 
and insecurity would also be expect- 
ed due to the dislocation and need to 
establish a now life.” 

The long legal proceeding began 
when Curtis sued Firth to evict her 
from* (heir house.. Firth then counter- 
sued, -Claiming she and Curtis had a 
commorf-Iaw marriage and she had 
claims against Curtis’ $9.5 million 
in assets. 

“The judge rejected those com- 
plctclyl but did feci that she had* 
spent 10 years in what he character- 
ized as a loving, caring relationship, 
and she needed some support and 
education,” Crist $aid. 

May ordered Curtis to pay for 
three years of education and two or 
three years of support on a declining 
scale. 

The abuse allegations came out in 
a separate part of the case heard 
before a jury. 

Battered Woman Syndrome is 
brought on by a cycle of violence, 
Baxendale said. Typically, it fallows 
thispnttem: 

• There first is a period of fear,"' 
when the woman will go to almost 
any length to make sure nothing 
goes wrong. Invariably, however, 
there is violence. 

• Then there is a 'period of what 
Denver psychologist Lenore Walker 
calls "loving contrition." Walker, a 
nationally known expert who testi- 
fied for Firth, pioneered many of the 
theories surrounding Battered 
Woman Syndrome. 

The woman believes the man's 
primary personality is "kind and 
loving,” but has a second, violent, 
critical, and demeaning personality, 
Baxendale said. 

"The woman feels she somehow 
can make the man drop the second 
personality, and his kind, loving per- 
sonality will remain,” Baxendale 
said. “So finally, the woman 
becomes a victim of a learned help- 
lessness - condition” wherc - the - 
woman loses all self esteem and 
doesn’tjeam to trust her ojfvn judg- 
ment because the outbreaks of vio- 
lence have nothing to do'with her 
doing anything wrong." 

The “cycle of violence” in-Firth's 
case, "created a psychological syn- 
drome for Sandra which presented 
itself as a passive face to the world 


outside their personal relationship 
but which internally, for Sandra, has 
become her psychological nightmare 
from which she has still not recov- 
ered," according to Firth’s court 
arguments: .

“He (Curtis) insisted on Sandra 
performing ora! sex for hours, and 
he forced her to have anal inter- 
course with him,” court documents 
said. “Sandra objected to this and 
found it offensive, but she was 
afraid to resist him, and when she 
did resist, he became angry and ver- 
bally abusive and sometimes hit 
her." . 

Crist argues that May cried in not 
allowing video and audio tapes to be 
shown to the jury, which Crist said 
would prove Firth consented to their 
pair’s sexual activities. 

“The- sexual tastes and desires of 
the- individuals within a relationship 
are highly subjective and can hardly 
be judged according to the views 
and tastes of an objective observer," 
Crist argued in court documents. 

Courts use the same standards 
Amnesty International, an interna- 
tional human-rights organization, 
uses to determine whether abuse is ■ 
present in hostage situation's, ' 
Baxendale said. 

“It is the constant undermining of . 
the other .person’s judgment, and 
constant criticism to the point where 
the person doesn’t have the ability to 
do anything separately,” she said. 

But in girth's case, the difficult 

part of the case was proving sexual 
abuse, Baxendale said. 

“You don't have a black eye to 
talk about," she said. “It is some- 
thing that is doubly shameful - first, 
you're being sexually abused, and 
you’re trained not to talk about sex- 
ual nbuse." 

Crist , however, contends that this 
case' was the wrong'forunTfor the ' 
sexual abuse issue. 

“I think the jury got wrapped up 
in the emotional issue here, and was 
more concerned about making a 
statement about battered women,” 
Crist said. “I don’t disagree with the 
need to assist battered women, but I 
think the jury lost sight of the facts 
of the case”

Former New Jersey governor dies

terms, has died after a long illness. He was 81 . 

Mcyner, who gained national attention during his terms in office 
from 1954 to 1962, had been in declining health since suffering a 
stroke in 1986. He died in his sleep Sunday at his home in Captivn, 
Fla., said his wife, Helen." 

A Democrat, Mcyner campaigned tirelessly to win the state’s 
highest office at a time when Republicans dominated state 
government. He was the first Democratic governor since 1940.

Department of dragging its feet on prosecuting thrift fraud.

House grapples 
with subsidies 
for rich farmers 

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
House Agriculture Committee. is 
dealing with growing opposition in 
Congress to millionaire farmers 
who receive federal subsidies. - 
Reps. Timothy Penny, D-Minn., 
and Dan Glickmon, D-Kan., 
proposed last week that the 1990 
farm bill be amended in committee 
to cut off subsidies to farmers who 
gross more than $2 million a year. 

_ .The. idea .rankled, members _who 
view subsidies not ns a welfare 
program for needy farmers "but as 
the government's way to ensure a 
steady supply of food in an 
- industry that, by nature, is cyclical. 
"Our intention is to hear what 
people think about the issue,” said 
Glickman,. chairman of the 
subcommittee on wheat, soybeans 
and feed grains, the mostly highly 
subsidized crops. 

The size of government 
subsidies have been gradually 
falling since the all-time record of 
$26 billion in 1986, but efforts to 
cut the federal deficit hove put a 
tighter squeeze on farm programs. 

Rep. Jerry Hucknby, D-Ln., said 
the Glickman-Penny proposal 
would be “the beginning of the end 
of the farm program.” 

Rep. Pat Roberts, R-Kan., 
another critic of the plan, called 
Glickman "a legislative activist 
who needs to find the woolly bears 
of the farm bill and expose them 
on a weekly basis.” 

Rep. Glenn English, D-Okln., 
said the proposal challenged the 
philosophy of the farm program. 

“This program is designed to 
help the family farmer balance 
supply and demand,” he said, 
contending that the Glickman- 
Penny proposal would make it n 
welfare program. 

Several members argued that 
gross revenues weren't an 
indication of a farmer's wealth, 
because production costs often 
absorb so much of a producer’s 
income. 

“The livestock business, for 
-example,- is low profit,” said Rep — 
Denny Smith, R-Orc. "Returns arc 
2 to 4 percent. You have a huge, 
investment for a small turnaround.” 
John Campbell, deputy 
undersecretary of agriculture, said 
the Bush administration was 
responsible in part for starting the 
debate over the subsidies.

Weinberger, McFarlane square off 
over roles in Reagan administration 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Message 
to Washington hostesses: Don’t invite 
Caspar Weinberger nnd Robert 
MeFar/one to the same party. 

The two prominent personalities of 
the Iran-Contra period have been 
engaged in unusually strident 
personal attacks on each other for 
their respective roles during the 
Reagan administration. 

“McFarlane is a man of evident 
limitations," Weinberger writes: “He 
could not hide them, but he attempted 
to do so by means of on enigmatic 
manner, featuring heqvily measured, 
pretentious and usually near 
impenetrable prose.’’ 

McFarlane, in turn, derides 
Weinberger’s newly published 
memoirs ns an "astonishing, anti* 
. intcllcctun!,„nd„ homincm tract; a 
’ mean-spirited assemblage of 
distortions and falsities, of which 1 
am the chief though not the only 
target." 

At issue are the recollections of 
both officials of the 1985-86 period 
when Weinberger was secretary of 
defense nnd McFarlane was national 
security adviser and later a diplomatic 


trouble shooter on Iran for President 
Reagan. 

Weinberger has written a book, 
“Fighting for Peace,” on his years at 
the Pentagon. A chapter of the book 
was - , excerpted by National Review 
magazine, which also published 
McFarlanc’s response. 

Weinberger portrays McFnrlanc as 
obsessed with McFarlonc’s plan to try 
to improve relations with Iran. 
McFarlane was able to use his easy 
access to Reagan to distort reality nnd 
to override the objections of 
Weinberger and Secretary of State 
George P. Shultz to the Iran initiative, 
Weinberger says. 

“To the best of my knowledge, 
McFarlane kept these matters as 
secret as possible, tnlking only about 
the advantages pf a new working 
relationship with Iran —- when,’ that 
is, he discussed these initiatives at 
all,” Weinberger wrote. 

McFarlane plunged ahead even 
though there was nothing to indicate 
a significant change in Iran’s attitude 
on the American hostages in Lebanon 
or any shift in Iftui’s “virulently anti- 
Western, anti-American attitude," the 


former Pentagon chief says. 

Weinberger implies that McFarlane 
in September 1985 approved the 
Israeli transfer of American arms to 
Iran without Reagan’s approval. 

McFarlane responds by saying the 
independent commission headed by 
former Sen. John Tower and the Joint 
Congressional Committee both 
concluded that Reagan did approve 
the transfer. 

McFarlane dismisses as an 
“outright lie” Weinberger’s assertion 
dint McFarlane passed intelligence on 
Iraqi positions to Iran during the Gulf 
war. He accuses Weinberger of a 
"tilt" toward Iraq, ridiculing the 
former defense secretary’s suggestion 
that Iraq had “rational, limited aims." 

. McFarlane ncccpts responsibility 
for the error of the Iran initiative but - 
says Weinberger was too passive in 
his opposition. >t 

“There is no doubt ... that if Mr. 
Weinberger had expressed the depth 
of his appaknt conviction by an offer 
to resign or by resigning, the 
operation would have come to a halt," 
he wrote.

And newly-crowned champion Joe 
Malay of Weiscr is among the chief expo- 
nents of that claim. 

"What 1 tried to do was get out in front of 
him (runner-up Jim Purves of Twin Fnlls) 
early and then just grind away to slay 
ahead," said the former state amateur cham- 
pion after a 4-3 victory Sunday. And it 
worked out with the coup dc grace coming 
on the par four, 15th hole which is a dogleg 
to the right. 

But for the long-hitting Malay, there is 
another option — hit is out to the right, 
over the ninth fairway and back toward the 
No. 1 5 green. 

"That’s where I won it.’’ Malay con- 


firmed. "(Idaho Golf Association executive 
director Wayne) Berry tell me that for safe- 
ty reasons he is going to take that away as 
an option on that hole (when the state ama- 
teur comes to Muni in July) . But for three 
days when; 1 walked up to the 15th tee, no 
one was coming up No. 9 fairway and it 
was vacant today. I hooked it back to the 
middle of the fairway, then hit a little 
knock-down wedge about 15 feet from .the 
cup and made the putt." 

Both Malay and Purves agreed that what 
transpired in Monday’s morning round in- 
fluenced the finals’ outcome. 

Purves and Chic Cutler of Twin Fnlls 
locked in a five-hole overtime scmi-fmnl 
battle that had to take something physically 
and mentally out of the Twin Falls man. 

"Yes, there was a factor, 1 was tired,” 
said Purves. "Mentally as much as physi- 
cally. 1 don’t think 1 ever grinded as hard ns 
1 did through those five holes _ and that 
was after trying to project a one-hole lead 
or overcome a one-hole deficit through the 
second nine." 


“I shot 67 with a double bogey and Cut- 
ter shot a (two-under par) 66. But that’s 
what match play is nil about," Purves con- 
tinued. “We both let up a little and boglcd 
the first extra hole but after that we were 
back to grinding. It’s probably the most en- 
joyable match play match I’ve ever had.” 

Malay.said the extra effort Purves put out 
against Cutler was obvious to him. 

"At the start of the match it looked like 
he was pulling his club. At the end it look 
like his clubs were pulling him,” Malay 
said. 

"For me this was a big time tournament,” 
Malay continued. “This is big for me be- 
cause I’ve played here before (in the Lath- 
am). Everyone kind of waits for me to 
mess up and 1 know it. Some of the guys I 
played said afterward they were waiting for 
me to hit it into the trees or somewhere. 
AmTsomc of these guys I played this week- 
end I’ve played a dozen times in other 
medal play tournaments — but never in 
match play. It’s a hole new game." 

But with an eye toward the state amateur 


here in another seven weeks, Malay said 
“I’m glad I came this weekend. 1 learned to ~ 
respect this golf Course but I also learned a 

little better how to play it.”

Canseco has hit 13 home runs, driven 
in 35 runs THIS MONTH, not to men- 
tion the .381 butting average he’s com- 
piled. All this while his agents negoti- 
ate a long-tetm contract with the' Oak- 
land Athletics. 

“I think it's purely coincidental,” 
Canseco said. "It couldn’t have come at 
a better time, could it?” 

Canseco tilts his head, lifts an eye- 
brow and smiles the kind of smile asso- 
ciated with a guy holding all the cards. 
An d he ma y be. 


The 2 5 -year-old outfielder who two 
seasons ago become the first player to 
[surpass the 40-home run and 40-steal 
'■plateaus in the same season has taken 
his offensive production to another lev- 
el. 

Entering Monday’s game, Canseco 
led the major leagues with 47 RBIs and 
38 mns scored. With 18 homers, he’s 


tied with Detroit’s 
Cecil Fielder, on a 
pace to hit 69 for 
the season.

"I don't think you have to say much 
about what he’s doing — he’s leading 
the league in everything, isn’t ho?” Mil- 
waukee manager Tom Trcbclhom said. 

Which leaves Canseco, who has a 
one- y ear, S2 million contract this sca- 



son, in a pretty good bargaining posi- 
tion. His agent, Dennis Gilbert, would 
not comment on specific numbers being 
discussed, but there are reports the 
slugger could become baseball's first 
S5 million man. 

"The only thing I can say is that we 
expect that when Jose signs he will be 
the best-paid , player in baseball," 


Gilbert said. 

Canseco, who will not be eligible for 
free agency unfit after next season, says 
he wants to play his entire career in 
Oakland. He has said he’d like to sign a 
four- or five-year deal within the next 
week. 

“We’re still working on the con- 
tract,” Canseco said. “But, like I’ve 
said before, the longer this thing goes 
the more difficult it’s going to be. If I 
get extremely hot anything con hap- 
pen.” 

Canseco’s power numbers get the 
most attention, but they overshadow the , 
completeness of his game. He's a very 
good defensive plnyer, too. 

“It’s no big secret anymore^’ said 
Milwaukee's Dave Porker, who played 
with Canseco and the A’s in *88 and 
‘89. "I mean this guy is devastating. 

"IF you're goinglo play a player alot 
of money to be part of the package, 
then you have to pay him more money 
because Canseco is the complete pack-

GAINESVILLE, Fla. (AP) — For 
Florida fans, a familiar phrase has 
always been “wait ‘til next year.” 

But with NCAA sanctions and a 
possible death penalty hanging over 
the -Gator football and basketball- 
programs, will there be a next year? 

The NCAA notified Florida last 
week that its investigation of the two 
programs had uncovered 10 NCAA 
rules violations, six of them termed 
“substantial.” 

University president John Lom- 
bardi and football coach Steve 
Spurrier said the death penalty, 
which could shut down both pro- 
grams for up to two years, is possi- 
ble. 

“We're eligible for it under 
NCAA rules and the violations 
could be construed to warrant the 
death penalty, 7 ’ Lombardi said. 

But Lombardi believes the change 
in coaching staffs and a new empha- 
sis on following the rules will result 
in a lesser penalty from the NCAA's 
Committee on Infractions. 

“The purpose of the death penalty 
is take a program down to zero so 
that it 1 can be rebuilt,” Lombardi 
said. “We’ve reconstructed our pro- 
grams." 

Spurrier, who came to Florida 
from Duke after lost season, agreed. 

“The death penalty is a phrase that 
sells newspapers ... but those inside, 
based ori what is there, don't think 
there is a way that will occur,” 
Spurrier said. "Wc also believe the 
university has worked awfully hard 
to clean up the situation. None of the 
violators arc here now. 

“Wc expect some penalties, but 
not the death penalty.”

He never served time for the 
offense, but the conviction cost him 
his college scholarship, his job 
doing research for the Navy and a 
promising future as a physicist

But this year, using a newspaper 
photograph taken at the protest, 
Emory got his conviction set aside 
and won a new trial. On Wednesday, 
the Suffolk County district 
attorney’s office said it would drop 
the case rather than retry it And on 
Thursday, Northeastern University 
awarded Emory, who has spent most 
of the last 20 years as a welder, n 
full scholarship to complete the’ 
physics studies he began there in 
1969. 

“It’s a great relief. I’m vciy happy 
to have this solved,” Emory said. 

A police officer, Vincent Logan, 
maintained that Emory threw a rock 
at police during the anti-war protest 
onam_29,_1970..Etnory.Mid. he_wns_. 
'attacked by the officer after he left 
the library and decided to tnkc a 
look at the protest. 

. Emory was nrrested on a charge of 
assault and battery on a police 
officer. He was convicted on the 
testimony of Logan. He was given a 
six-month suspended sentence and 
put on probation for three years. 

He also lost his college 
scholarship and his Navy security 
clearance; he had been working his 
way through college ns a 
government researcher. 

"For the first few years, 1 was very 
angry about what had happened," 
Emory said. “I really expected some 
sort of apology from Logan. But 
after four or five years and nothing 
wasTorthcoming, I realized 1 had to 


get on with my life." 

While at the library five yearsago, 
Emory found in the Boston Globe a 
front-page photograph that showed 
him surrounded by police in the 
midst of the 1970 demonstration. 
His books could not be seen in the 
photograph, but he hoped there 
might bo others that would support 
his claim. 

He found that the Globe will 
release photographs only only if 
there is a subpoena. 

"It was n legal catch-22," said his 
lawyer, John Legasey. “You can 
only get a subpoena if there is a 
motion for a new trial. You con only 
move for a new trial if you have new 
.evidence. And-wc only-had new 
evidence if there was (another) 
photo. We needed a subpoena to 
find out.” 

Last year, the Globe relented, and 
Emory found one picture of him 
holding his books as he was being 
dragged away by police. 

Superior Court Judge Sandra 


Hamlin ruled this year that the 
photograph provided sufficient 
grounds for a new trial. 

Logan, the arresting officer, 
continues to dispute Emory’s story, 
saying he was corcfti! to keep his 
eye on the person who threw the 
rock, which injured another officer 
standing near him. 

"Ail I saw was blood splatter, and 
I keep my eye on the guy who 
throws the rock,” he said. Ho said 
the photograph of Emory holding 
books was taken after his arrest, but 
he doesn’t know where the books 
came from. 

Although he can never regain the 
life he lost, Emory says he hopes to 
- finally- finish his physics degree.' He ~ 
enrolled at Northeastern again last 
fall, and now with his full 
scholarship he hopes to complete his 
bachelor’s degree next year. 

"If this hadn’t happened, I would 
have continued on in the same 
direction — 1 would have been a 
physicist," Emory said.

Antidotes 
for abuse 
available

TWIN TALLS - There are ways out. 

A two-year-old law enables judges to 
issue protective orders that prohibit- acts of 
domestic ^violence and keep abusers out of 
their victim’s house, place of employment 
and children’s schools. 

Protective orders arc available to anyone 
who is injured, sexually abused, forcibly 
imprisoned or threatened by a spouse, 
former spouse or someone with whom there 
is a child in common. The order can grant 
temporary custody of children and prohibit 
the abuser from phoning the victim. 

Its purpose “is mainly to give someone 
space so that one- person cannot hurt 
another person while they’re healing,” said 
Janis Quinn, executive director of Twin 
Falls’ shelter for abused women, 
Volunteers Against Violence. 

Getting a protective order requires a trip 
to tho Magistrate Court clerk's office at the

county courthouse. Ask for the protective 
order papers, which can be filled out right 
away and submitted -to a judge. Tho forms, 
an explanation of which is available in 
Spanish, ask the relationship between the 
parties, if there are any children involved. . 

Then petitioners must describe whot 
circumstances cause them to fear for their 
safety. j •’ . 

A judge will usually sign a ttrriporary 
order right away, after meeting with -the 
petitioner, Quinn said. 

Within 14 days, the judge will hold a 
hearing at which both parties must be 
present to determine whether a three-month 
order is warranted. If the accused abuser - 
fails to appear, the order is granted by 
default.

Amendment to allow wheelchairs 
in wilderness areas draws fire 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — Utah Rep. James 
Hansen’s amendment to the Americans with 
Disabilities Act, designed to allow wheelchairs in 
wilderness areas, is drawing fire from some 
handicapped advocates. 

The House-approved- amendment is being 
criticized as being too vague because it fails to 
define the word “wheelchair.”- Opponents contend 
Hahsen’s bill could be too broadly interpreted, 
allowing use of recreational vehicles in wilderness. 

“Who's to say that an all-tenain vehicle wouldn’t 
be used by someone claiming It's a motorized 
wheelchair?" asked Carol Majcske, director of 
Special Populations Learning Outdoor Recreation 
Education. 

"We don’t even take motorized wheelchairs on our 
trips because they arc pretty hedvy and big and 
would get wet,” she said. 

Majcske finds support from Greg Lais, director of 
I Minneapolis-based Wilderness Inquiry, and David

lawmaker, said the concerns over Hansen’s 
amendment are unfounded. "We do not want internal 
combustion engines in the wilderness areas any more 
than they do.’’ 

Guldan said the term “wheelchair” was defined as 
“a medical device, a conventional type of 
wheelchair, cither a wheelchair with an electric 
motor or a mechanically driven or physically driven 
type of wheelchair.” 

Nonetheless, Lais said he wants a further 
definition in the amendment, and Espcseth agrees. 

“If they modified ’wheelchair' with the word 
'manual' or ’non-motorized,' it would clear up the 
source of controversy,” he said. 

Guldan said such further description is not needed, 
since the definition already is part of congressional 
reports. 

However, not all handicapped groups oppose the 
amendment.

200 miles of streets. 

After the fee was ruled invalid, 
city officials invited residents 
voluntarily to contribute to the street 
program.

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California voters ponder gas tax to raise billions for road repair 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) — 
Voters in the tax- revolt state are 
being asked to double gasoline taxes 
to keep highway traffic moving. 

California voters face June 5 
ballot topics ranging from mountain 
lion hunting to legislative ethics; 
topping the list is the gas tax hike 
aimed at raising $18.5 billion. 

Proposition 111. would double the 
9-ccnts-a-gallon tax on fuel over 
five years to finance the largest 
transportation investment in state 
history. The $18.5 billion would pay 
for new highway and railway 
construction aimed at thwarting 
freeway gridlock. 

A companion ballot measure 
sponsored by Gov. George 
“Deukmejlan would authorize a $1" 
billion bond issue just for rail transit 
construction. Environmentalists are 
pressing a similar but more generous 


measure that would provide $1.99 
billion. 

Also on the ballot; 

^ • A proposal to rewrite ethics 
guidelines for the Legislature, which 
has been rocked by a federal 
corruption probe. Critics call it a 
lawmakers’ pay raise in disguise. 

• A proposed mountain lion 
hunting i ban, pushed by 
environmentalists but criticized by 
opponents who say the $30 million a 
year it would set aside for wildlife 
protection would divert money from 
more deserving programs. 

• A plan to alter state justice 
system guidelines that critics call an 
attack on abortion rights. 

• A pair of measures that would 
change how legis!ative'~district 
boundaries are drawn. 

In all, the seven bond measures on 
the California ballot total a record 


$5 billion. In addition to the two rail 
transit bond issue proposals, voters 
are being asked to approve bonds for 
low-income housing, public iichools, 
state universities, and prisons, and to 
make state and local government 
buildings earthquake safe. 

The tax hike. Proposition III, is 
backed by a bipartisan coalition of 
government, business and labor 
interests who forged the plan to 
combat deepening transportation 
woes. 

With less than two weeks before 
Voting, the tax hike backers' internal 
polls showed a 7-point lead, 
compared with a 13-point margin in 
an independent poll taken in early 
May, according to published reports.

Investigators blame Delta Airlines 
jet fire on leaky cylinders of oxygen 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — An 
October 1989 fire that heavily 
damaged a Delta Air Lines 727 
parked at Salt Lake International 
Airport has been blamed on leaky 
oxygen cylinders in the plane’s 
electrical equipment bay. ^ 

The National Transportation 
Safety Board made that conclusion 
in a report that triggered a 
systemwide inspection of Delta’s 
fleet that detected similar oxygen in 
-3 5 other aircraft. 

NTSB inspectors found that 
Boeing 727’s maintenance log noted 
six- instances' of oxygen system 
problems in a one-month period 
preceding the Salt Lake fire. 

However, the defect was not 
“flagged” or brought to the 
company’s attention, the federal 
agency said. 

The fire erupted aboard Delta’s 
flight 1558 at 2:11 p.m. on Oct. 14, 
1989, as the plane made a regularly 
scheduled stop in Salt Lake City cn 
route from Los Angeles to 
Edmonton, Canada. 

Shortly after the gate agent had 
begun pre-boarding passengersnta 
tcrrifinnl gate, witnesses Heard a 
mu filed bang from an area near the 
forward galley of the plane. 

“Almost immediately thereafter, a 
flight attendant who had been 


standing near the third row of 
passenger scats noticed flames 
extending several inches from a vent 
adjacent to seat 3-D,” the NTSB 
report said. “She turned aft and 
shouted ’Fire’ in a loud voice.” 

Within seconds, thick black 
smoke started to fill the cabin and 
flames began to consume the 
forwnrd right side of the fuselage. 
All aboard — three flight crew 
members, four flight attendants and 
12 passengers — were evacuated 
safely. 

The fire gutted the aircraft cabin 
and burned a hole several feet in 
diameter through the forward right 
side of the fuselage just behind an 
emergency exit. 

Investigators focused on the flow 
control unit of the passenger oxygen 
system as the most likely source of 
the fire. Witnesses said they saw a 
three- to four-foot flame extending 
sideways from the area next to the 
electrical equipment bay. 

Federal regulations require that 
the cylinders be fully charged before 
an airplane takes off. Delta requires 
jtejcrews_tpchange_or rcfiILthcm,.as_ 
needed, before each flight. 

During n prefiight inspection of 
Flight 1558 in Salt Lake City, a 
Delta mechanic found the oxygen 
pressure to be low and changed the 


cylinders. The mechanic later 
reported seeing sparks coming from 
beneath a battery pack. He then 
heard a noise and saw a flash of 
light that enveloped the oxygen 
system flow control unit. 

In 1989, the pnssenger oxygen 
system on the destroyed 727 had ■ 
been “written up” by mechanics on 
Sept. 20 and 24, by a pilot on Oct. 5, 
and by mechanics on Oct. 9, 10 and 
14, the day of the accident. The 
NTSB said. 

NTSB investigators said this week 
that the oxygen system problem was 
not brought to the company’s 
attention because the people logging 
the problem were not in positions to 
trigger a “flag.” 

’ Following the Salt: Lake fire, 
however. Delta changed its 
maintenance monitoring system so 
that repeated write-ups of low 
oxygen would be flagged regardless 
of the source. Dcltn also took 
immediate action to correct leaks 
found in other airplanes in its fleet, 
the-NTSB- said- in - its report.- Lenks- 
wcre-dcfectcd in two of Delta’s 
Boeing 767s, two 737s, 20 727s, 
five McDonncl Dougi’as MD 88s, 
one DC-9 and five Lockheed L- 
1011s. 


Jones has no regrets following 
his defeat by Craig at polls 


POCATELLO (AP) — On the surface, Aitorricy 
General Jim Jones had a lot to lose by taking on five- 
term Congressman Larry Craig in the Republican 
U.S. Senate primary. 

But less than a week after he was trounced, a tired- 
sounding Jones' said he docs not regret taking his 
shot. 

“1 thought I would come out of this with a win on 
cither side,” Jones said, in a telephone interview. “I 
would cither win the election, or be able to go into 
something more lucrative, make more money than 
what I’m now making, and do some things I’ve 
wanted to do.” 

The two-term attorney general, who received 
about 45,700 votes to Craig’s 66,000 in Tuesday’s 
election, plans to take a break from politics, for 
awhile at least. While Republican Patrick Kole and 
Democrat Larry EchoHnwk duke it out for Jones’ 
job, the present holder of that office said he may 
return to the Magic Valley once his term os attorney 
general expires next year. 

Jones worked in private practice in Jerome from 


1973 until he was elected the state’s top lawyer in 
1982. He was re-elected to the position in 1986. 

His election showing in Bannock County 
disappointed Jones. Unofficial figures gave Jones 
50.8 percent of the vote-. 

“That’s. less than I expected,” he said. “Over the 
years I’ve made a few enemies in Bannock 
County... Some gas dealers and their friends arc not 
too happy. Just doing y our job, sometimes you make 
people upset” 

Throughout the Senate campaign, Jones criticized 
Craig's tics to political action committees and said 
he would refuse to accept PAC money to finance his 
campaign. The attorney general docs not regret that 
strategy. , 

While Jones waged a hard-hitting campaign 
against Craig, he said he will support the Republican 
over Democratic candidate Ron Twilegar of Boise in 
the general election. 

“Oh, sure, look at the alternatives,” he said. 
“Everybody has their flaws, but Larry Craig has 
infinitely fewer than Ron Twilegar.” 



WW I hero from Idaho gets late honor 
with new Medal of Honor gravestone 


SUGAR CITY (AP) — When 
Thomas C. Ncibnur returned from 
World War I, thousands of people 
lined the streets of Sugar City to 
welcome their hometown hero, 
Idaho’s first Medal of Honor 
winner. 

For his actions in the Battle of the 
Argonnc in northern France, 
Ncibnur, an Army private, became 
the third-most decorated soldier of 
World War I. He received 
commendations from four nations 
for singlchnndcdly capturing 1 1 
German soldiers. 

But until this month, Ncibnur's 
grave bore no mention of his 
military honors. ' 

The lack of a military marker was 
brought to the attention of Ncibnur's 
cousin, Anthony Gardner of St. 
Anthony, last year when he was 
contacted by David Erbstoesset of 
Bismarck, N.D. Erbstoesset, a 
member of the Medal of Honor 
Society, wrote Gardner asking if the 
monument was in place. 

“How he found out about me, I 
don’t know,” Gardner said. 
“Thomas died in 1942 and because 
-there was a war going on I don't 
know if anyone knew there was a 
special monument for Medal of 
Honor winners.” 

Erbstoesset 's letter prompted 
Gardner to look into getting one for 
his uncle, who died of tuberculosis 
when he was 44. 

Gardner said it is believed 
Ncibnur contracted the disease after 
he was exposed to mustard gas 
during his tour of duty in France. 
Gardner said he was notified that a . 
headstone had been sent to 
Ncibaur's grave but there was no 
record of the year or to where it was 
shipped. 

With the -help of Ncibnur’s son. 
Gene, who lives in Michigan, 
Gardner selected n,ncw marker that 
was put into place earlier this month. 

The white marble stone is 
accented in gold with a helmetcd 
soldier and the angel Gabriel at the 
top. The gravestone was dedicated 
Monday in Memorial Day military 
ceremonies at the - Sugar City 
Cemetery where Neibaur, his first 
wife and three of his sons are buried. 
— Gcnc-Neibaur-and- three-other— 
surviving Ncibnur children have 
been invited as honored guests of 
the Idaho Centennial Committee for 
the statehood parade and other 
activities July 3-4 in Boise. 

Idaho’s nine Medal of Honor 
winners or their immediate survivors 
will be featured on a float during the 


parade. 

In anticipation of meeting his 
cousins for the first time, Gardner is 
helping organize a Neibaur family 
reunion June 30. 

Neibaur and his wife, Lois, made 
their home in Sugar City after they 
were married in 1919. “ Shot in the 
legs and back during his assault pn 
German troops Oct. 18, 1918, 
Neibaur suffered health problems, 
including chronic pain from a bullet 
lodged in his back. 

He often had a difficult time 


making enough money to support 
his growing family of nine children, 
and his disability pcmiion was just 
$300 a year. 

During the 1930s, Neibaur helped 
lead a group of veterans in a 
congressional battle to increase 
pensions for veterans. 

After h- Senate committee rejected 
a request from Idaho Sen. William 
E. Borah to promote Neibaur to 
major and award him $2,2d0 in 
retirement pay, the wag^hcro 
returned his Medal of Honor. «*i«

BALTIMORE — When school 
dismissal bells ring, working parents 
( hear the sound miles away. 

- No matter that these adults are in 
stores, offices and factories, waiting 
on customers, answering telephones, 
assembling automobiles. 

Working parents begin to let their 
minds wander, taking mental note of 
their children’s whereabouts, tracing 
their routes home or to after-school 
activities, gauging the time it should 
take them, checking the clock, 
..waiting for the phone to ring. 

And when it doesn’t, calling 
home. 

“It’s 3 p.m. Do you know where 
your children are?” is the question 
that tenses America’s working 
parents - and slows down 
workplaces'- in the afternoons. 
When the answer is yes, workers 
relax; business picks up again. 

It’s been called The Three 
_0’Clock.Syndromc_ and.Thc Angst 
Hour - a time when worker 
productivity dips and business 
phone 1 lines jam and parents come 
face to face with balancing their 
work and family lives. 


Although hard data on The Three 
O'Clock Syndrome is difficult to 
come 'by, parents, child-care 
advocates and even employers agree 
that it happens. 

“The ‘Hi, Mom, I’m home’ phone 
calls start hitting office switchboards 
as school lets out across the 
country,” John Fernandez wrote in 
his 19,86 book, “Child Care and 
Corporate Productivity: Resolving 
.jyoric-Fomily Conflicts.” 

* "The Three O’Clock Syndrome 
sets in, with employees hunched 
over phones, whispering 
admonitions about homework and 
directions about making dinner,” he 
continued. 

“Employers can hear what goes on 
at 3 o'clock, the phone calls coming 
in and going out," says Susan 
Ginsberg, associate dean of the 
Bank Street College of Education in 
New York. 

"It’s an accepted phenomenon," 
says Dr. Patricia Fossnrclli, a 
pediatrician nt the Johns Hopkins 
Hospital Children!^ Center.who has 
studied and counseled latchkey 
children. 

It’s also n pressure cutter. “Being 
able to reach your kids at The Angst 
Hour may function ns a safety 


valve," said Ellen Galinsky of the 
Families and Work Institute in New 
York City. "Fathers who did not 
think it was cool for them to call 
their kids had fantasies” about what 
evils were befalling them, she 
added. - 

“I just need to know they are 
home," said Jean Page of her 1 1- 
and 12-ycar-old youngsters. “I just 
look at the clock; by 3:10 I start 
calling aqd getting real nervous," 
said the Baltimore County mother 
whose problems finding core for her 
children when they were younger 
led her to establish The Open Door, 
on after-school program that 
operates at 16 sites around the 
county. 

The child, too, often needs to hear 
a parent’s voice. Jay Bclsky, an 
expert on child development and 
professor at Pennsylvania State 
University, told the Chicago Tribune 
in 1988: "The issue is not so much if ■ 
someone is there when a child gets 
home from school as whether 
someone is there psychologically for ... 
the child. Docs he have someone to 
call and ask if he needs something? 

... The psychological connection is 
more important than the physical 
one," he said. 


The-Thrbc O’Clock Syndrome is 
□ n outgrowth of the increasing 
number of “children in self care," a 
relatively new term that is replacing 
“latchkey" to describe children who 
go home alone or with siblings. 
Notional surveys last year indicated- 
that from 2 million to 6 million 
children under 13 cared for 
themselves after school 'or on 
weekends. And in its “Resource 
Guide on School-age Child Care,” 
the National Association for the 
•Education of Young Children says 
that 18 million to 20 million 
children will spend “port of their day 
alone or with school-age siblings'* 
this year. 

In a 1989 study, Fernandez found 
that 59 percent of the management 
and non-management employees 
surveyed said they had a problem 
handling bcfcjrc- and after-school 
care and vacation time. Those 
arrangements have consistently been 
the third most frequent child-carc 
concern (after day care for sick 
children and. finding time for school 
conferences) among working parents 
in three major studies Fernandez has 
conducted over the last six years.

They get a paycheck 
every week and they stretch it out 
and they are good mothers, good 
wives, good sisters and good 
workers and they’re ju9t good

Actually, Niki Scott used to be a 
lot more like some of her readers - 
with her struggles as a divorced, 
mother of two trying to meet the 
rent — but more and more-she’s 
become the success her readers may 
dream about. Ms. Scott, 46, married 
for the second time, writes her 
Working Woman column - 
reaching millions of readers in 120 
newspapers - from her Mount 
Desert Island, Maine, home, and 
travels around the country reaching 
thousands more. 


The challenge for all working 
parents, especially working women, 
she says, “is that we. not get 
complacent" about gains in the 
workplace. "Because it isn’t over. 
Wc can’t let any semblance of n 
backlash happen.” 

The top five concerns among 
working parents, she says, arc: Pay, 
recognition at work, child care, time 
and stress. „ 

"The working woman in 
particular," she says, "is concerned 
with having it all, for lack of a 
better term. I think we're still pretty 
confused about what that means. Do 
wc want it all? Can we do it all? I 
ilon’t think anybody should 
-underestimate the stress that’s 
involved when we’re trying to work 
at the office and waiting for the 
phone to ring, wondering if our 
children are being properly taken 
care of.” 

In her childhood, one of privilege 
in New York, she had two working 
parents. Her father was a top 
advertising executive; her mother, 
Martha Dean, was the host of a 
rndio talk.show that Ms. Scott" 
recalls as being ahead of its time. 
"My mother was supposed to be 
interviewing people about fashion 
and gardening, "but she interviewed 
authors and playwrights and 
politicians.

While working in the "women’s 
section" in the early 1970s - “where 
they were still telling readers how to 
fix elegant beef bourguignon” - she 
decided she wanted to write a 
column about women like herself at 
work. 

After a year, she says, "I decided 
to follow my own advice and set my 
goals higher, to take a risk thnt 
scared me to death." She was newly 
divorced when she set up a career as 
a free-lance writer. Much to. her 
amazement, Universal Pre,ss 
Syndicate-bought thc column in " 
1976, signing her to a 10-ycnr 
contract. 

That allowed her to move to 
Maine - a place where she had 
always wanted to live and raise her 
children - but contrary to popular 
misconceptions, she insists she’s not 
rich, merely comfortable enough to 
live where she pleases.

U.S., Soviet residents 
discuss nuclear tests 


KARAUL, U.S.S.R. (AP) — 
On a windswept hill fragrant 
with prairie sage, the daughter of 
a Utah sheep rancher passed 
photographs of nuclear bomb 
blasts to the Kazakhs crowded 
around her. Eyes widened. 

“We have sfen such mushroom 
clouds from here, too,” said a 
grizzled man in this Central Asia 
ranch town. 

Just like Janet Gordon’s 
hometown of Cedar City, Utah, 


from the spot where the 
government routinely tests 
nuclear bombs underground. 

Mrs. Gordon, 300 other foreign 
anti-nuclear activists and the 
people of Karnul on Sunday 
shared stories of death and 
disease they blame on radiation 
caused by the testing. 

They were taking part in a 
four-aay conference of anti- 
nuclear activists from 21 
countries. 

Atmospheric testing was 
conducted by the Americans and 
Soviets until it was banned under 
a bilateral treaty in 1963. Some 
radiation may have drifted across 
the border from above-ground 
testing in Chinn until 1980. 

“My father died,” one Kazakh 
in an embroidered Moslem cap 
said to Mrs. Gordon. 

Under the old man’s banner, 
which read , “We are nuclear 
victims, too,” a young mother 
grasped her little boy’s shpuldcr. 

“My son was sick until he was 
four years old,” she said. “He

Soviet authorities have not 
agreed to a moratorium. But the 
activists’ meeting apparently had 
top-level approval, since the zone 
next to the test range is normally 
closed to foreigners. But police 
and security officials kept the 
group under tight control. 

“This is my brother,” Mrs. 
Gordon, 53, told the Kazakhs 
crowded around her photographs. 
“He was watching our sheep 
when the cloud of radiation came 
over in 1954. He got bums on his 
arms, and his hair fell out. The 
sheep died. His horac died.” 

Four years later, her' teen-age 
brother had cancer .of the 
pancreas. He died after four 
years, Mrs. Gordon said. The_ 
Kazakhs told stories of relatives’ 
crippled, retarded or sickly. 


Walesa wins strike suspension 


WARSAW, Poland (AP) — 
Solidarity leader Lech Walesa, who 
won fame leading a shipyard 
workers' strike a decade ago, 
persuaded rail workers Monday to 
suspend a strike that had crippled 

train service in northern Poland. 

Service resumed after Walesa 
made a late-night appeal to the 
workers, who had threatened a 90- 
minute nationwide walkout later 
Monday. The workers agreed to 
return to their jobs while the 
government reviews a list of 
demands, including pay raises! 


A week of sporadic labor disputes 
had stalled freight and passenger 
transport, paralyzed Poland’s Baltic 
ports nnd posed a threat to the 
Solidarity-led government. 

. 'The agreement calls for 
go vemment re vie w of- the- strikers 
demands for pay raises and reforms 
of the rail system. . 

Until now, the government has 
insisted that giving into the rail 
wortcers could set off a scries of 
wage demands that could hurt 
drastic economic reforms under 
way.

fit would have been a complete 
coup had the trump 10 been with 
East," crowed South. “Not only 
would I have talked them out of 
their icy heart game, but I would 
have made my doubled game to 
boot," 

So intent was South on praising 
his own plumage that he missed his 
chance both in tho play and in the 
post-mortem. Can you see where he 
went wrong? 

At trick two, instead of ruffing 
the club king, South should throw his 
losing heart. This farsighted maneu- 
ver cuts the lines of communication 
between the defenders,, and East 
loses his entry to lead the third 
round of clubs. South then loses only 
two clubs and a trump, giving him 
better reason to love himself more.

“Please settle this argument," 
asks a reader: "Our defense gave 
South no chance to go wrong, and 
we arc still blaming each other. 
Should I. as West, have disregarded 
partner’s signal, or should I have 
tried for a ruff? 

“I led the spade nine; dummy's 
acc went up and partner signaled 
with his eight. A trump was led to 
South’s ace, and a low trump was 
led back toward dummy's Q-10. 
Thinking my partner’s signal had 
shown the spade king. I rose with 
my trump king in quest of a spade 
ruff. Curtains! I eliminated dhe 
guess In trumps, and South had no 
problem taking 10 tricks."' 

Problems of this sort are not un- 
common. and the solution is not al- 
ways easy. However, you should 
have realized that East's comc-on 
signal didn’t necessarily promise 
the spade king. Sometimes comc-on 
signals are given to discourage a 
more damaging shift to another 
suit. 

The answer to your problem 
came In the bidding and in South’s 
play. Given South's opening-bid 
strength and the strength of both the 
dummy and your own hand. East 
couldn't have both the king and the 
queen of spades. And when South did 
not take a trump finesse, it was un- 
likely that he had the trump Jack, 
and therefore less likely that East 
had the spade king, 

Your best shot, therefore, was to 
duck t he trump lead to dummy, hop- 
ing for a misgucss. if South mis- 
guesics, East wins and shifts to dia- 
monds, and the game falls two 
tricks short- __

Not so with the Mercedes-Benz

the 300E. 


The 300CE’s price goes 
through the sunroof partly 
because Mercedes regards the 
titillating twp-door as the flagship 
of its 300 fleet and has furnished 
it accordingly.

problem? — T.S., Winter 
Springs, Fla. 

A. If you have a fuel-injected 
engine, you may have a 
problem with the cold-start 
valve. This is something only 
an expert with the proper 
diagnostic equipment can 
determine. If you have a 
carbureted engine, you may be 
able to fix the problem. First, 
check the air filter and make 
sure it is clean. 

Have someone depress the 
gas pedal while you check the 
choke position on. the 
carburetor. Moke sure it is not 
jammed. Do not start the engine 
..or look into the. carburetor with 
the engine running. A lean 
mixture flashback may blind 
you. If the choke is stuck and 
not closing, have it cleaned. If 
you have a choko heater wire, - 
you can remove it. It is 
unnecessary in Florida’ except 
' perhaps on only a few cold days 
each winter. The electrical 
heater merely quickens choke 
opening. 

Q. I am an unhappy owner of 
a 1990 Acura with 3,400 miles 
(under warranty). It clunka 
loudly in lower gears when the 
clutch ia engaged. The 
dealership asked the service 
representative from the factory 
-to approvejcpair. He refused, 
saying that the noise is normal 
for my car. What do I do now 
to have it corrected? — J.E., 
—Orlando 

A. Your next step is to write 
Honda’s zone office and 

- mention the Florida Lemon 

Law. If that fails, have an 
independent “expert” 

automotive master technician 
test your car. Most automatic

Florida’s 
Lemon Law has caused several 
manufacturers to buy back 
faulty vehicles recently.

A. Check the cold start 
enrichment valve and fast idle 
linkage.

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Try fishing the weeds 


Anglers thnt can effectively fish 
heavy water weeds generally 
catch good fish. Knowing how to 
locate the best vegetation, pick 
just the right lures and what line 
to use arc the keys to catching big 
fishjhat will get your picture on 
the outdoor page. 

According to the fishing experts 
at Du Pont, makers of Magnum 
14/40, most fresh water situations 
oficr several kinds of cover. Even 
in bodies of water that seem to be 
denuded of anything that would 
hold a fish generally have some 
kind of aquatic growth. 

Aquatic vegetation, more 
commonly called “water weed," is 
perhaps the most common and the. 
most misunderstood by many 
anglers. Ranging from cattails and 
bull rushes to coon tail and and 
milfoil, this vegetation holds a 
variety of game fish. Surface, 
floating and subsurface growth all 
will hold fish at different times of 
the year. 

Surface vegetation such as 
cattails, is a good spring time 
fishing area. Largcmouth boss and 
northern pike often prefer the 
roots of this growth and 
continually cruise the shoreline 
looking for prey. Most nny bait 
that’s fished close enough will 
score. Accurotc 'cn3ting is 
essential. 

Lily pads arc perhaps the best 
known floating vegetation and 
offer excellent fishing, 
particularly in. die. spring. Floating

cover is a great plncc for a big fish 
to hide and it also provides cover 
for spawning areas. Wccdlcss 
lures like worms, spoons and 
some spinner baits worked 1 close 
can provoke hard strikes that will 
test angler’s nerves and tackle 
durability. 

Subsurface growth like milfoil 
holds the best year around 
polcntial for catching fish. Any 
angler who has a handle on this 
type of fishing catches fish. Jigs, 
wbrms, shallow running crank bits 
and even top waters arc proven 
lures at various times of the year. 

Depending on the type of 
vegetation and the clarity of the 
water these “weeds” can grow in 
relatively deep water.

Some flowers and vegetables, 
however, grow so quickly and 
easily when seeds arc sown 
directly in warm soil that they

nasturtiums, alyssum and

..VANDALIA, 111. (AP) — A 76- 
year-old man has been fined $25 
and ordered to do community 
service for throwing coffee on a 
cigar smoker. 

Vcldic Kelley was sentenced 
for'his conviction on charges he 
threw lukewarm coffee at a man 
who brought a cigar into the no- 
smolcing section of a McDonald’s 
restaurant. 

Fayette County Circuit Judge 
Joseph Friblcy said Kelley's 
conduct was “pretty childish” for 
a man his age. 

A jury lost month convicted 
Kelley, who was responsible for 
establishing a no-smoking section" 
■ in the restaurant, of battery. He 
faced a $1,000 fine and up to 364 
days in jail. 


Friblcy' put. Kelley on nine 
months coiiM-supcrvision and 
ordered him to do five hours of 
community service a week for 
two months. Kelley also will be 
banned from the McDonald’s, _ 
from which hc once was ejected 
for throwing a glass of water on a 
cigarette-smoking employee, for 
the duration of the supervision. 

•"I'm not a lawbreaker,” Kelley 
said after the sentencing. “I done 
it to protect my health. If he 
hadn’t of let out the smoke, he 
wouldn’t have gotten” the coffee 
thrown at him. 

Kelley says he has,p severe 
allergy urstnoke. During his trial, 
Kelley said McDonald’s 
employees and customers “made 
a game” out of smoking near him.
